Of the newest attendants, four are soon to become EMT's 
on completion of their present course, and one has already 
achieved EMT Status.

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THE ANDROSCOGGIN VALLEY REGIONAL 
REFUSE DISPOSAL DISTRICT 


The Androscoggin Valley Regional Refuse Disposal District was 
very busy and productive during 1990. After unanimous Town Meeting 
approval, the seven member communities (Berlin, Gorham, Milan, 
Dummer, Randolph, Stark, and Northumberland) the District 
organized as a legal entity under RSA53=Be. The District expanded 
to eight regi: nal communities in November with the addition of 
Jeffersone 


fhe District's primary objectives during 1990 were to (1) site, 
plan and develop permits for a regional recycling facility and 
2) negotiate a long-term disposal agreement with James River for 
use of the Mount Carberry Landfill. In an effort to evaluate suitable 
sites for recycling, the District extablished a Facility Siting 
Subcommittee. After determining That there were no existing 
buildings suitable for use as a recycling facility, the District 
evaluated five potential pieces of land. Based upon careful 
investigation and a preliminary hydrogeological investigation, 
a site owned by James River Corporation on Rt 110 in Berlin 
selected. The District prepared an 11.6 acre subdivision of a 
Site owned by James River Corporation. After completion two 
appraisals of the site a price was determined. The parcel should 
be owned by the District by Town Meeting in 1991. The permit 
application for the facility will be completed in January and the 
District intends to open the recycling cinter in July, 1991. 

The District hired a lawyer from Laconia, Dan Crean, to review 
the proposed contract received from James River in October of 1989. 
With assistance from Attorney Crean the District drafted a 
revised contract. These revisions were sent to James River in 
November, 1990. The District is presently awaiting a responsee 
Based on the information provided by James River, the District has 
budgeted $18.19/ton for the second half of the year. The cost 
per ton is less than half the price estimated by James River in 1989. 


An Education Subcommittee was also established in 1990. 
A representative from each of the communities sits on the committee 
The committee is initiating a slogan contest in the schools for the 
coming year. The committee will be expanding the existing school 
curriculum published by the Cooperative Extension to jinclude all 
grades and is encouraging local school boards to adopt the program 
The committee has also prepared an education brochure which was 
inserted in local papers and should be available with Town Reports. 


The District opened its first office at 119 Main Street, Berlin 
Upon completion of the recycling facility the office will be moved to 
that location. The District meets regularly on the last Thursday of 
the month at 6:00 PM in the officee For more information on 
District activity please contact your local representative or 
Terry Block at the Berlin City Hall.

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


TO THE CITIZENS OF THE DUMMER SCHOOL DISTRICT: 


The many changes predicted for the decade of the 90's 
have begun. National testing and a national curriculum are 
well un Seay 3 School choice is beginning to surface in 
N.H. and is being BAS SS on the national agenda. New 
England wide certification of teachers is a reality and the 
trend away from local control of our schools has begun and 
most probably will accelerate as we move toward the second 
half of the decade. In my judgment some of the changes 
taking place do not bode ell ok public education. 


AREA Agreement With Berlin 


Since the change in leadership in the City of Berlin 
we have experienced an attempt by the Mayor Bnd Counce Lo 
change the tuition formula in place for the past 20 years. 
The change would result in an increase in our tuition rates 
and an additional cost this year to send our children to 
Berlin. The Berlin School Board and the Dummer School 
Board are together in their opposition to what the Mayor & 
Council are attempting to do. Based on legal opinions 
available to us and a similar case in Exeter, N.H. I have 
every reason to believe we will be successful in preventing 
the Mayor & Council from making a change unilaterally with- 
out the approval of the people in Dummer. I am hopeful, 
therefore, that the matter will be finally resolved late 
this spring and the Mayor & Council will fang another way 
to increase revenues in Berlin. 


School Addition 


The school addition in Milan is progressing reasonably 
well. Though the project is 2-3 weeks behind schedule 
Milan appear to have a quality building in the making. The 
completion date of May 15th, except for landscaping and 
other minor adjustments, will most probably be met. In the 
late spring or early summer an Open House will be scheduled 
for the public to give them an opportunity to see the 
building. 


vl 
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Like most projects of this size Milan ran into some 
unexpected problems. The first was the remains of an old 
septic system and a 30 year old steel septic tank. In the 
end Milan had to replace the tank and deactivate the old 
field. To date all is well. 


A second problem surfaced when Milan found it could 
not install a new 1,000 gal. fuel oil tank for the new 
adgddiGlonwee Le Se it’ cannot addsa 2nd: 1,000 "galt 
underground tank without meeting some strict EPA standards. 
To resolve the problem Milan has approved a new 6,000 gal. 
tank for both fhe existing building and the new addition. 
The new tank will not only provide Milan the capacity it 
needs but also allows it to benefit from 3,600 gal drops at 
an additional savings of 20 cents per gal. It also plans 
to add a fuel pump to provide fuel for its diesel busses 
for an additional savings. Diesel fuel will also be made 
available to Dummer for its new bus. 


A third problem surfaced when Milan was told it would 
have to add a sprinkler system far more sophisticated than 
it had planned. This added an additional $15,000 to the 
project that had not been planned. 


For those who may be*interested*the project came in 
Shen eens under budget. With the add-ons it remains with- 
in the budget and Milan has than adequate funds to bring 
the project to a successful completion. 


Planning Committee 


This year your school warrant will contain an article 
requesting the voters to create a Cooperative School 
District’ Planning* Committeelto studytthesfeasrbiditysor 
forming a cooperative school district. The study is 
projected to take 1 to 3 years to complete. When the 
committee has completed its work, public meetings will be 
held in each town. These public meetings will be followed 
by a ballot vote at one of your future Annual Meetings to 
accept or reject the recommendations of the Committee. 


The formation of the Committee does not obligate the 
Dummer School District to participate in a Cooperative 
School, foniv=tco ae the feasibility of participating in 
one. When all the cts are known, those facts will be 
made known to the people and they will decide.

* Though the 1991-92 tuition rates show a sizeable 
increase they continue to be below the state average 
figures of $4,048.00 for elementary,$4,754.00 for the 
middle school and $5,354.00 for the high school. 


1991-92 Budget 


The proposed 1991-92 budget on the net side shows an 
PMicredseror ol, au, 0usot 7 7lOstoL vr percent Uver  1990"91. 
By far, this is one of the smallest increases in recent 
years in Dummer. The main contributing factor is the 
tuitioning of Dummer's children to Milan. Next year there 
will be a savings of approximately $1,000 per child. 


Included in the proposed 1991-92 budget is a new 
school bus. The present vehicle, a 1984 International, 
will be 7 years old and will have upwards of 100,000 miles 
by the completion of the current year. 


Worthy of note in the 1991-92 budget is the loss of 
$16,474.00 in Foundation Aid. This revenue loss, if 
continued, will have to be made up by local taxes. 


School Warrant 


The school warrant for 1991-92 carries two articles 
which should be brought to your attention. The first is 
Article 4 which would include Dummer in the upcoming 
Cogperative sconool District Study af each of the 
participating towns passes a similar article. Please make 
reference to the earlier section of my report. 


The second article which needs your attention is 
Article 5. Article 5 provides for the purchase of a new 
school bus to replace the present 1984 International. In 
the past new busses have been purchased on or about 7 year 
intervals. 
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Summary 


The business of a school district requires the efforts 
of many people. Often these people go unrecognized for 
what thes do and often as not what they do goes 
unappreciated as well. Not least among these is your 
moderator, Norace Hawkins, who recently passed away. 

Norace has been our moderator for several years. His 
services will be missed. 


Others who commit time and energy are your school 


board, your clerk, and your treasurer. My thanks go to all 
of them for their efforts on behalf of our children.
